tomb. 

The church bells began tolling, ringing in 
mournful eauJenee, and their ) waling added 
to the general fending of sorrow and gloom 
everywhere displayed. Not the history of 
the metropolis or of the nation has there

At precisely 1 o'clock in the morning the

Immediately after the clow of the gates 
the plaza wa* cleared and in a few minute* 
the police were in full possesion guarding 
every approach and aUowing no one but the 
privileged to come within • atone* throw of 
the building in which the nation's deid lay. 
The undertaker at once took charge. None 
but the police and guards and all night re- 
porters were present at the time. 

"Any here who desire to view the re- 
mains will step forward at once," said the 
undertaker, and bis voice echoed In the dark 
•till corridors. All present passed by the 
casket and the lying in state of Hie ex-presi- 
dent had ended. 

Undertaker Merritt then brushed the glass 
plates above the body and drew from their 
places the two lids which cover the casket. 
The four screws in each were turned down 
and the face of the deed bail been closed for- 
ever from view, unless there shall in tha 
future come a request to remove the llda 
In the final examination of the burial cast 
the undertaker found a stain of tobacco 
joice on the velvet coverings. With indig- 
nant ejaculations it was removed. Then the 
dead was left in care of the guards who 
stood erect and silent within tha closed iron 
gates and beneath the black drapiugs. 

The night wore on and the gray of day- 
light was creeping up the east. The still 
air of the tomb- like corridors became heavy 
with the perfume of withering flowers. 
Near the dead a huge piece, "The Gates 
Ajar. ' had a place at the head of the casket 
and the sweet smell of lilies was borne down 
to those who stood and watched. A great 
horse shoe of red and yellow rosebuds added 
their fragrance, and a cross and crown from 
Mayor Latrobe, of Baltimore, sent out its 
quota of heavy perfume that settled on the 

But there was a tribute that bore; no fra- 
grance except such as will come to the fam- 
ily of the dead. It bore no perfume save 
that which lives in its memories. This token 
was a plain wreath of oak leaves pinned to- 
gether with stems of oak and formed in the 
shape of a letter U. The oaks in the forest . 
of Mount McGregor bad fluttered in the 
mountain breezes while Gen. Grant was dy- 1 
ing, and in the afternoon of Thursday, the 
day he died, little Julia, his granddaughter, 
and little Josie, Dr. Douglas' child, had 
gathered the oak leaves in the mountain 
woods. The children pruttl-sl and knit with 
innocent ringers, and loving hearts took the 
wreatli of oak leaves that to-day is the only 
tribute that touches the general's casket 
The little one..' offering being llnished, they 
had taken it toCM G ra i it , pilose eyes dim- 
med when his du lighter said: 

"Papa, Jpsie and 1 have made this for 
grandpu, and please won't you givo it to 

The OOSOQel placed the oaken wreath on 
the casket, Ihen it rested there 'n Albany, 
and still remains as the childrei.s' offering. 

Four o'clock bad passed. The grey of 
dawn had deeped to red; daylight was 
near, the strains of dirge nu-ie c rept out 
on the morning air. At first distant, they 
grew nearer and nearer. Tne red dimmed in 
the east. Sunrise was ner.r. The strains of 
iiiiimc, slow and sad, grew more distinct. 
Then blue coated veterans of Meade |««t, 
l'hihtde Iphia, 5110 strong, mine tramping to 
the dirge music of the trumpets. The 
east whs suffused witli tints ot orange and 
dawn was closer— the dawn of the funeral 
day. 

The V. 'reruns entered the plaza and 
inarched past while muffled drums timed 
their footsteps, A heavy gun boomed out 
toward the sea. The chimes of old Trinity 
pealed mournful notes, and the bouud ot 
muffled drums grew fainter and died out. It 
was sunrise. The day was born, the last 
day for the dead uj>on earth before the tomb 
should be opened to shelter him. 

Six o'clock and Wilson post of Baltimore 
marched by followed by a Chicago organi- 
zation. The corridors had been picketed by 
fifteen |" .lire under Sergeant Nail y , of the 
Fourtb, while outside 126 more men were at 
rest under command of Sergeants Magau 
and Farley.
